By chance I. came acroes th'e enclosed b?ok written 
by the Institujbe for the study of the U.S.S.R, in Munich, 
Germany, The book is the first of a series, Lot 2U> and 
was printed in the year 1955* It was V/Tltten by R, Traho. 

I have read this book from the beginning to the end end I 
was very /moved to think that the Free World could print 
suchf'lies and that they v/ould circulate them \inder the 
guise of a true study of the U,S, S,R, The book was 
obviously TSTitten to favoxxr the ijiropoganda of the Communist ' 
party, I was surprised to find that although the Section 
in English is a criticism of the Soviet Union, the Russian 
Section is blatant Soviet propoganda. I cannot imagine 
how responsible parties of this institute could have allowed 
without question the printing of this material, which .was 
written to show the COi-munist Party only ih a good lig^t.
